Tucson was thrown into a flutter of 
excitement about noon last Saturday 
from the receipt by Mr. C. O. Brown, 
of a telegram from Florence signed by 
M. Barnes, which read as follows: 
"Placer m ines found 
near 
W hite 
Mountains; one m an 10 days, 100 
pounds.” 
About the same time Mr. 
Charles Poppe, ut E N. Fish ¿¡ Co’s., 
received a letter from Mr. D. A. Ben­ 
nett, a t Florence, in which it was stat­ 
ed th at reports had just reached Flor­ 
ence that two men were on h eir way, 
coming in there, who had discovered 
placer deposits in the W hite moun­ 
tains from which, after ten days wash­ 
ing they had taken 100 pounds, (not 
ounces, but pounds,j of clean gold. 
After several days of high winds,the 
clouds reluctantly let go their hold ou 
the surrounding mountains, ou W ed­ 
nesday afternoon, and sailing out over 
the valley of the Santa Cruz,gave l'ue- 
son its first thunder shower of the sea­ 
son. After a little pleasant grumbling 
and rumbling, and a short shower of 
rain, the clouds retired, and the winds 
went back to their caves, and as the 
sun set behind the Sierras the valley 
slept damp and growing beneath a 
clear sky. 
B u t uuder cover of the 
night the clouds broke aw ay again, 
from their mountain magnets, and at 
the dawn on Thursday morning, the 
very heavens seemed open, and the 
blessed rain fell upon the ju st and uu- 
just in a steady fall. 
On the 18th the Orieutal population 
of Tucson was increased by the addi­ 
tion of three Chinamen from Los An­ 
geles. 
They came to stay and work. 
Hop Kee took them in, and has allot- 
ed each his task, and eacli has settled 
down to his busy fate. 
These people 
may be bad. 
They may sprinkle our 
linen through their teeth, kneed dough 
with their feet, as they do without 
doubt, and occasionally smuggle a cat 
into the soup, but if they will wash 
our clothes without tearing them to 
pieces, or give us better, cleaner look­ 
ing and sweeter food, and if they will 
supplant our late coming, stingy, mis­ 
erable, exhorbitant vegetables with 
the kind other people are blest with, 
and if they will work for us without 
feeling insulted, and take our money 
without cursing us, we shall continue, 
as now’, to highly appreciate them.

NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


The w ant of funds com pels the lighting of 
government buildings throughout the coun­ 
try with candles, oil lumps, pine knots and 
other cheap illum inating material. Congress 
has neglected to m ake appropriations, and 
light houses will soon have to close for want 
of fuel. In New York the Chamber of Com­ 
merce foots the bill for lighting the post of­ 
fice, 
A cold rain storm prevails in New York. 
The Republicans uttribute their defeat In 
Connecticut to mismanagement, bad weath­ 
er, Belknaps, Babcocks and third terms. 
The anti-Chinese feeling Is on the increase 
in San Francisco. 
The Navy Department has received dis­ 
patches confirming the press reports of the 
fall of Matamoras. 
The Messagrr de ihris,alluding to the action 
of the French in the Egyptian affair,says that 
France has resumed the rank belonging to 
her. Our prestige in the East is restored,with 
England having no right to complain. 
Col. Hardy, City Engineer of New Orleans, 
expresses the opinion that the tears of a gen­ 
eral overflow in the Mississippi valley are not 
well founded. 
The effects of llio flood are beginning to be 
felt on the Arkansas side. A number of fam­ 
ilies in llopefleld,immediately opposite Mem­ 
phis, were forced to leave their homes. 
The case of the Los Angeles distillery, a 
criminal action against Tarbox & Curtis, is 
on trial in the U nited States Circuit Court, 
San Francisco. 
The New York Evening Express yesterday 
announced the sale of a limited interest in 
its business to a number of gentlemen who 
were its old propr.etors. 
They have formed 
a joint stock company for the purpose of con­ 
ducting an Independent Democratic paper. 
Erastus Brooks is President of the Company, 
N athaniel Morsch Secretary, and A. J. Cum­ 
m ings news editor. 
The war against the lmportatiqp of Chinese 
still continues at San Francisco, 
Officers of the steamer A. J. Tobits, report 
a large crevasse at Davis Lundiug near Mem­ 
phis on Saturday night. Yesterday morn­ 
ing the water was pouring til rough and three 
plantations are already submerged at Davis 
and half a mile above Napoleon on the Mis­ 
sissippi side, and water through this crevasse 
will run into the old river. The water in the 
lower portion of the White River is already 
over the banks. 
Tho following gentlemen wrere yesterday 
elected Directors of the Panama Railroad 
Company in New York : John R. Marshall, 
T. W. Park, Fred Butterfield,C. G, Franklyn, 
John P. Jones, Thomas Clyde, .Samuel C.

Co n n e c t ic u t has gone Democratic 
by a reduced majority on the popular 
vote, but the Democrats have consid­ 
erably increased their Legislative m a­ 
jority. 


The San Diego Union, a Republican 
journal that cannot be made to see a 
speck or flaw in G r a n t ’s Administra­ 
tion, says the party holding a majori­ 
ty in^the Legislature just adjourned, 
cannot repudiate the record of that 
body. If a party cannot eject an un­ 
clean thing why all this wrenching in 
the Republican stomach in the effort 
to spew forth its B e l k n a p s and B a b ­ 


c o c k s ? 


W hen the manager of the H er a ld yester­ 
day informed the Board of Supervisors that 
he knew the Republican had a greater circu- 
tlon than the Afar, because lie printed botli 
papers, he comm itted a breach of profession­ 
al faith which lie tries to correct by asserting 
in his paper this morning th at he said lie did 
not know anything about the circulation of 
either paper.—Express. 
When the managers of the Express 
assert^that the manager of the Herald 
“ informed the Board of Supervisors 
that he knew that the Republican had 
a greater circulation than the Star, 
because he printed both papers” they 
asserted .that which they know to be, 
and which we brand, a deliberate false­ 
hood. 


O fjm c e k R y a n in the capacity of 
Fire Marshal yesterday made a tour 
through what is known as Chinatown, 
the principal street of which is, we 
believe, “ Negro Alley.” He reports 
that he found no stove or fire place in 
most of the rooms or dens, though fires 
were used in nearly all. In many 
are sink holes and cesspools that would 
breed a pestilence in any other cli­ 
mate in twenty-four hours, and all the 
filth and supage of the entire locality 
drains or is thrown into the zanjas 
from which many people procure 
water for domestic purposes. While 
such a plague spot is permitted in al­ 
most the very center of the city need 
we wonder if fires are of frequent oc­ 
currence and that filthborn fevers con­ 
tinue to present themselves? 


A Curious Case. 


A case terminated in the Probate 
Court 
yesterday 
which presented 
many features not generally found in 
trials of like character. The contest 
was for letters of Administration on 
the estate of the late Don A n d r e s 
P ic o . Both R o m u lo P ic o the son, and 
Pío Pico the brother of the deceased, 
sought for the appointment of A d­ 
ministrator on the estate and the 
objective point was which possessed 
the strongest natural claim to the 
place. The brother based his right to 
the letters on the assumption of ille­ 
gitimacy of the son. All the evidence 
he introduced tended to the establish­ 
m ent of this point. The brother ne­ 
cessarily adopted an aggressive policy 
while the sen stood on the defensive.

to documentary and oral evidence

to

that the nephew was not the son 
o f h is father, and we are assured 


that for peculiarity of origin and fee­ 
bleness of purpose, some of the mass 
of testimony would have excited the 
curiosity and taxed the ingenuity of 
all the lawyers tiiat have lived since 
the jays of S o l o n . 
All, however, fell 
to the ground or rose up iu refutation 
of thecharge it was brought forward to 
sustain. It was in evidence that R om- 


u l o Pico had always been regarded 
as the son of A n d r e s P ic o ; that he 
bore a striking resemblance in form 
and feature to his father, and that Don 
A n d r e s had always spoken of and 
acknowledged R o m u lo 
as his son. 
The Court ordered letters of adminis­ 
tration to be issued to R o m u l o P ic o, 
the son of the deceased. 


The Danger Past 


Shortly after 
twelve 
o’clock on 
Monday night the twenty-first ses­ 
sion of the California Legislature ad­ 
journed sine die. To say that the peo­ 
ple breathed more freely on Tuesday 
than on Monday morning is. though 
prejudicial to the wisdom and honesty 
of the Legislators, but saying what 
ninety-nine out of every hundred citi­ 
zens have themselves already said. It 
was a dangerous Legislature—danger­ 
ous because much more liable to re­ 
peal good laws and pass mischievous 
and vicious ones than to place in the 
statutes laws that would advance the 
material prosperity of the masses. 
Taken asa body the Legislature just 
adjourned was, in point of wisdom 
and judgment, below the average of 
many of its predecessors. Its ability and 
debating powers were of fair order. 
The proportion of members in either 
House capable and always ready and 
anxious to make a ringing and some­ 
times eloquent speech on any subject 
within the scope of Legislative vision, 
was perhaps larger 
than could be 
pointed out in any previous Legisla­ 
ture since 1861. 
But it was in sound 
practical sense and a comprehensive­ 
ness of the wants of the country and 
how to supply them that our last Sen­ 
ate and Assembly were wanting. The 
members who possessed sufficient tal­ 
ent to have made them useful Repre­ 
sentatives did not 
understand the 
wishes of their constituents. There 
was manifest from the opening to the 
close of the session a disposition to 
pander to popular prejudice rather 
than pursue the course dictated by 
sound sense 
and 
practical 
judg­ 
ment. 
Political 
buticomb 
and 
campaign clap-trap influenced more 
than a desire for reform and the 
enactment of tbe much needed just 
and wise laws. 
But after all few very 
mischievous laws were passed. The 
wisdom and tact of the few overcome 
and held in check the hot-headed ex­ 
tremist majority. The attempt to dis­ 
turb the public school system, the fool­ 
ish onslaugh on newspapers and cru­ 
sade against railroads were all fruit­ 
less efforts which though supported 
by the majority failed for want of able 
advocates. Legislatures are necessary 
evils—inflictions that come bi-annuai- 
ly and must be endured—anti we con­ 
gratulate the people on having es­ 
caped serious injury if they have de­ 
rived no great benefit from tlie twen­ 
ty-first session of their Legislature.

Something about Depot agents— Stage druvers 


— Colton— San Bernardino, and other mat­ 


ters. 
I beleive*my last screed to the H er­ 
ald aunounced my arrival at Colton. 
I found my friend Mosher the cour­ 
teous agent of the 8. P. R. It., await­ 
ing my arrival. Mosher is better 
known as “Hank Wagoner” a racy 
newspaper correspondent and the au­ 
thor of several fugitive dialect poems 
which have been extensively copied 
by the Eastern press. Whether as 
railroad man or writer.whoever knows 
him, knows one of the cleverest fel­ 
lows going. 
• 
COLTON. 
The new town has made but little 
pr ogress so far owing to the lack of 
water. Parties are now engaged in 
sinking an artesian well, or more 
properly speaking perhaps, boring for 
artesian water, in the event of procur­ 
ing which it is believed the town will 
commence growing at a rapid rate. A 
firm, tlie name of which has escaped 
me, are now putting up a building 30 
x8U feet which they propose to s oek 
with a large assortment of general 
merchandise.

SAN BERNARDINO. 
It was dark when the stage stopped 
in front of Starke’s, where I found 
good fare and first class sleeping ac­ 
commodations, not only on the night 
of my arrival but during my altogeth­ 
er pleasant stay in the town. To be 
plumped down in the centre of a grow­ 
ing town of 2000 inhabitants, said 
town being situated in the centre of a 
valley, after dark, renders it necessary 
to seek some point from which to get 
a view of the surroundings as soon as 
one gets up in the morning. Upon in­ 
quiring where I could get a good gen­ 
eral view of the place I was referred to 
the cupalo of the Court House. 
And 
I am very certain that I shall never 
regret climbing the winding staiis to 
said observatory. The view from that 
elevation, look which way one will, is 
very charming, to say the least of it. 
Surrounded by towering mountains, 
many of them snow clad, and rolling 
hills, diversified by grain fields, vine­ 
yards, orchards and comfortable farm 
houses, the valley stretches out for 
five or six miles in every direction 
and is a tiling of beauty. 
Well wa­ 
tered aud well timbered it will bear 
not only close but frequent inspection 
and will not suffer by comparison 
with any valley that I know, not even 
far famed San Gabriel, primus inter 
pares as I hold it to be. 
THE TOWN. 
The town itself is a mile square, the 
streets laid out at right angles, and 
many of them closely built up with 
cosy cottages and the principal busi­ 
ness street adorned with a number of 
handsome brick buildings. 
Living 
streams of running water fed by arte­ 
sian wells, of which there are over four 
hundred in the immediate vicinity, 
cross and recross eacli other on almost 
every street. Every house almost has 
its garden and orchard, and the pink 
of the peach bloom and the white 
of the 
plum 
and 
apricot and 
delicate blush of the apple mingle 
with tlie brighter hues of rose and 
heliotrope aud verbena forming a pic­ 
ture very fair to behold. 
THE COURT HOUSE. 
The San Berdinas are proud of their 
Court House. It has been erected 
within the past year at a cost of $80,­ 
000, and is really a very handsome 
and commodious structure and admir­ 
ably adapted to the uses for which it 
is intended. 
. 
SCHOOLS. 
The public school building is of 
brick with two wings of some less 
pretentious materials. It needs re­ 
pairs and better furniture to be up to 
the spirit of tlie age we live in. The 
average attendance is 185 with four 
teachers, Mr. C. R. Paine, County Su­ 
perintendent, Principal and Misses 
Drinkwater, Martin and Palmer, as­ 
sistants. Mr. Paine informed me that 
during the coming vacation the nec­ 
essary repairs and improvements 
would be made, which will be all 
right. 
CHURCHES. 
Church organizations are numerous 
in San Bernardino. Episcopal, Rev. 
P. S. Ruth; Presbyterian, Rev. J. 
Cameron; Congregational, Rev. W. 
Ford; Baptist, Rev. Mr. Allen; Meth­ 
odist, South, Rev. M. J. Law; Metho­ 
dist Episcopal, Rev. Mr. Hawley; Ro­ 
man Catholic, Rev. Father Kelley. 
There is also a Mormon church. 
OAS.
